—Women are not more hardy tban men.—

Their shoes must be as thick and warm. 
Calf or kip skin is best for the cold seasons. 
The sole should be half an inch thick ; in 
addition there should be a quarter of an 
inch of rubber. The rubber sole I have 
used for jears ; would not part with it lor a 
thousand dollars.

It would be a fine thinj 
for them, truly, to have the south agree ti 
meet them in a convention which shoal 
recognize the Union as unbroken, and loo 
to its perpetuation. On this head, however 
they may as well kuow the truth. On no 
terms whatever will the south consent to a 
political association with them. There is 
no concession which could render the idea 
aught but intolerable and revolting to the 
southern mind. We separated from them 
because they sought to put on us a brand of 
social and political inferiority. 
We would 


not reunite with them if they would, one 
and all consent to occupy the same posi- 
tion of degradation which they aim to rivet 
on us. We would not eonaent to hold the 
northern states even as provinces. On this 
subject there is hardly a ripple upon the 
surface of southern sentiment. This was 
the feeling and the purpose, fixed and un- 
alterable, of the south at a time when all 
was gloom and disaster—when Boanoke, 
Donelson and New Orleans had surrender- 
ed to the foe—and it seemed as if Provi- 
dence had decreed to test to the utmost the 
fortitude of our people. But now, when 
Heaven haa vouchsafed to us ao many 
crowning victories, when the independence 
of the south is an accomplished fact, and 
liberty fairly won, the suggestion that the 
reward of all the sacrifices and sufferings 
of our people is to be basely discarded for 
a connection with Yankees,- ia not endura- 
ble, even aa a jest.

of the New York meeting, until ths senti- 
ment of which it is an indication shall ripen 
into a sincere desire for pence, and come 
clothed with the authority of the United 
States, or some of the northern states, act- 
ing independently, to make proposals on a 
basis of southern independence as a fact ac- 
complished. All propositions v hich ignore 
either our established independence or the 
only channels of foreign intercourse ap- 
pointed by the confederate constitution, can 
only meet with silent contempt.

THK REBEL ARMY AT THE BATTLE OF 


MUBFREESBORO.—The Nashville Union of 
the 20th inst. has information to the effect 
that it appears that our army took, at the 
battle of Stone River, 3,500 prisoners, and 
paroled them, who represented 145 regi- 
ments and 19 batteries. Estimating the 
strength of each regiment at 500 men, would 
make the rebel army more than 72,000 
strong, while to estimate each regiment at 
400, wonld make an aggregate of 56,000. 
Thus it appears that the great rebel general 
of the southwest fought us on ground of his 
own choosing, with an army stronger in 
number, and got badly beaten. 
The more 


the event and its circumstances are inquir- 
ed into, the greater seems to be the chagrin 
and mortification of the rebels. 


INTERNAL REVENUE.—There are 3,822 


officers employed in assessing and collect- 
ing the internal revenue of the country.
